The Sierra Madre Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department will 
again be offernig the “Citi¬ 
zen CPR” class the first 
Tliursda.y in August at the 
fire station, 242 West Sierra 
Madre Blvd. 

The course in cardiopul¬ 
monary resuscitation is com¬ 
pleted in one evening, com¬ 
mencing at 6:30 p.m. and 
ending at 10:30 p.m., with 
a limited enrollment. 

Using films and lectures 
the classroom instructions 
will include signs and symo- 
tims of heart attacks, clear¬ 
ing of the obstructed air¬ 
way, arificial ventilation by 
use of mouth-to-mouth and 
artificial circula tion, by 
closed chest compression. 

The last half of the class 
is devoted to practicing the 
proper techniques by the 
use of training mannequins 
designs for this purpose. 

The classes are <x>nducted 
the first Thursday of e\’er>' 
month throughout the year, 
with the e.xcepion of July 
when scheduling conflicts 
with Fourth of July activi¬ 
ties. 

Pre-registration for the 
free class is not necessary, 
but is recommended, and 
can be accomplished by call¬ 
ing the Police and Fire dis¬ 
patcher at 355-1414 or stop¬ 
ping in in person at the 
Fire - Police Facility. 

Richardson For 
Spending Limits 

Senate Republican Caucus 
chairman, H. L. Richadson 
(R-Arcadia), has announced 
his supp>ort of the govern¬ 
ment spending limitation in- 
itative Paul Gann’s “Spirit 
of 13.” 

“After watching the legis¬ 
lators working on this year’s 
budget, it’s apparent the 
Legislature has forgotten the 
message so clearly exmveyed 
by the public’s passage of 
Proposition 13,” Richardson 
stated. 

“I believe the ‘Spirit of 
13’ is a necessary comple¬ 
ment to Proposition 13. It 
will act to effectively limit 
(California govern m e n t s* 
ability to continue to spend 
irresponsibility,” Richardson 
concluded. 


Although at the adjourned 
meeting of the City Council 
held on Thursday, July 19, 
Councilman Joseph Delgatto 
made a motion to raise the 
salary of the City Adminis¬ 
trator 15 per cent as recom¬ 
mended by the City Admln- 
isrator, the motion died for 
the lack of a second. A mo¬ 
tion was then made by 
Councilman Charles I. Corp 
and seconded by Councilwo- 
man Elaine Ruclolph that -all 
executive employees be given 
an increase in salary at eight 
per cent, excepting the Po¬ 
lice Chief who was given an 
increse of six per cent plus 
two per cent retirement 
benefit at age 55. 

This motion carried by a 
vote of 3 to 2. Edwards and 
Delgatto voting No. Edwards 
reasoning was on the basis 
of not knowing where the 
money was coming from at 
this time, plus the fact that 
he has long contended that 
that this City should have a 
part time expert administra¬ 
tor at substantial savings to 
the taxpayers. Delgatto stat¬ 
ed that Sierra Madre had 
plentj' of money in the re¬ 
serve, that we are a. large 


city and that we .needed a 
full ime Administrator. 

With the City Employees 
having been given an eight 
per cent increase in salaries 
in a previous Council meet¬ 
ing, plus fringe benefits, and 
the Police Department given 
nine per cent plus benefits. 
City employees will receive 
an additional five per cent 
Dec. 31, 1979, and the Policf.- 
an increase of four per cent 
at the same date. 

The following salaries are 
now being paid by the City 
of Sierra Madre for the jobs 
sliown below.. Fringe bene¬ 
fits arc not shown but have 
been e.stimated by the City 
Administraor to be an addi¬ 
tional from 25 to 30 per cent 
of the salaries, in other 
words if a pierson has a sal¬ 
ary of $30,000 he would have 
between $7,500 to $9,000 ad¬ 
ditional to his salaries as 
fringe benefits.

Eight hundred-forty-six eighth graders flunk! This has 
got to the most startling news to come out of the Cali¬ 
fornia educational system in many years. tVe have known 
for a long time now that some studeaits were graduating 
withcnit the ability to react and ^\Tite and that many .stu- 
don.s were deficient in these areas. Well, in response to 
this appalling trend, one school district in the S.ate de¬ 
cided to do soniethLng about it. God bless thorn! The re¬ 
sult was the &16 students flunked. That’s nearly ono-fourth 
of the district’s eighth grade students. About TOO of those 
students have signed up for an intensive, five-week ses¬ 
sion of remedial classes. Students who pass these classes 
will bo allowed to proceed to high school in the fall. 

An administrator in \he district indicated that princi¬ 
pals had seen an unusual seriousness and stability among 
the eighth graders this spring as a result of the testing, 
and stated that it is making a believer of some of tdie 
kids. Failing &46 in one year would tend to make a be¬ 
liever out of anyone — especially when the average failure 
rate for that grade had ho\Tered at -10 students per year in 
former vears. It is o'ovious that tliis school district really 
cares about the children under their charge. They are 
trying to educate and this process takes holding youngsters 
acco^tntable for t!ieir s udy habits. Maytje this school dis¬ 
trict will start a trend. Why, maybe one day our high school 
gradua.es will be able to reajd and write.

Be Alert: ‘Special Taxes’ 

Senate Local Government approved .\B 618 (Chappie) 
after it was amended to require a two-thirds vote of the 
local electorate liefore charges could be imiwsed to oper¬ 
ate police and fire departments. Tills lack of a piopular 
vote wa.s a principal objeCiion of the Chamber. SB 928 
(Dills), authorizing fire protection districts to impose 
charges for fire protection and prevention without a vote 
of the people, was heard by Senate Finance July 9. 

AB 549 (Frazee), authorizing lig'hting district assess¬ 
ments without a popular vote, was withdrawn from the 
Governor’s desk by the author and sent to a conference 
committee to put in a v^ote of the people. 

The Chamber’s position on bills au Jiorizing new fees 
of these tj’pes should not be provided to local gov'ern- 
ment until the $5 billion Proposition 13 bailout plan is 
enacted and there is a .demonstrated need for more funds. 
Even then, a two-thirds vote of the local electorate sh(>uld 
be required before tihe fc'es are imposed since to do other¬ 
wise is essen.ially a circumvention of Prop. I3’s two-thirds 
vote requirement for “special taxes.”
